The  local  share  of  costs  of  proposed  acquisition  of  land  for 
open  space  purposes  will  be  provided  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
the  form  of  cash  and  services.   Cash  is  provided  through  the 
City  of  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Department's  annual  budget 
as  authorized  under  Chapters  40  and  44  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.   The  1966  budget  makes  pro- 
vision for  the  full  amount  of  the  city's  share,  which  will  be 
appropriated  in  April.

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  the  official  planning  agency  for  the  City 
of  Boston  as  provided  Tinder  Chapter  6^2,  Acts  of  I96O  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Court,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  is  conducting  a  comprehensive  planning  and 
development  program  and  has  produced  documents  as  guidelines  including  the  follow- 
ing :- 

1,  1965/75  General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston 

2,  Renewing  Boston's  Municipal  Facilities  1963/75 

3,  Boston  Schools  -  1962 

U.  Traffic  and  Circulation  Plan

and  niimerous  related  studies.  Three  urban  renewal  projects  are  in  the  course  of 
completion^  one  project  has  entered  and  three  are  about  to  enter  the  execution 
stage  and  another  project  is  embarking  onan  early  land  acquisition  program.  The 
renewal  programs  all  conform  to  the  General  Plan, 

Local  participation  and  representation  has  been  and  continues  to  be  a  major  factor 
in  the  planning  process  in  Boston,  The  existence  of  citizens'  councils,  for  example_; 
iji  the  Back  Bay,  Central  Business  District,  Charlestown,  South  Cove,  South  End, 
Washington  Park,  attest  to  this  fact.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  also  maintains 
close  cooperation  with  other  private  agencies  such  as  Action  for  Boston  Community 
Development  which  participates  actively  in  social  planning  in  the  city. 

Under  Chapter  668  of  the  Acts  of  I963  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  the 
Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  was  established  as  the  coordinating  planning 
agency  for  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  sewerage,  water,  and 
park  districts;  the  contiguous  cities  and  towns  and  any  other  city  and  town  whose 
application  for  membership  is  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  council.  Each 
city  and  town  has  one  representative  vote  on  the  council  which  proposes  comprehen- 
sive plans  for  the  physical,  social  and  economic  improvement  of  the  district.  The 
council  also  approves  or  disapproves  by  majority  vote,  plans  for  redevelopment  or 
development  of  any  district  and  renders  all  possible  assistance  in  planning  activi- 
ties especially  when  two  or  more  of  the  municipalities  have  common  problems. 

The  council  has  pT^Psred  a  preliminary  study  on  open-space  and  recreation  for  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Project  and  will  propose  more  detailed 
studies  for  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Coimcil  area  in  the  near  future.

Although  the  City  of  Boston  has  4,200  acres  or  13,7%  of 
its  area  devoted  to  open  space,  the  system  is  ineffective 
in  serving  the  public  due  to  extensive  deterioration  and 
poor  distribution  of  facilities  in  some  neighborhoods. 
The  combined  Open  Space  Acquisition  and  Urban  Beautifica- 
tion  Program  1965-75  (Exhibit  F)  v/ill  remedy  the  inherent 
qualitative  and  quantitative  defects  by  rehabilitation  and 
development. 

Standards  and  Criteria 

The  greatest  need  for  open  space  in  Boston  is  in  the  local 
park/playground  category  and  consequently  the  intent  of  the 
acquisition  program  is  to  satisfy  the  demand. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  to  locate  playgrounds  adjacent 
to  public  schools  v.'here  there  may  be  greater  use  of  both  the 
indoor  and  outdoor  facilities  on  an  annual  basis.  The  pro- 
posed acquisitions  are  located  adjacent  to  sites  for  new 
schools.  Playground  size  and  design  is  based  on  standards 
defined  in  Boston  Schools  -  1962  (Exhibit  C). 

Ten  Year  Program 

The  10  year  Open  Space  Program  (Exhibit  F)  proposes  the 
acquisition  of  approximately  110  acres  of  land  at  a  cost 
of  $9m  and  the  development  of  this  land  at  a  cost  of  3.9m. 
The  program  is  comprehensive  in  its  coverage  of  the  city 
outside  urban  renev/al  areas,  inhere  acquisition  for  similar 
purposes  is  already  in  progress. 

Financing 

The  cost  of  the  total  program  is  estimated  to  be  $12. 9m 
over  a  period  of  ten  years.  Annual  expenditures  will 
fluctuate  depending  upon  demands  for  urban  beautification 
and  indoor  recreation  in  the  annual  capital  outlay  budget 
of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 
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The  City's  share  In  the  cost  will  be  appropriated  annually  in  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  capital  outlay  budget.   A  five 
year  priority  program  is  attached. 

Coordination  Procedures 

The  playground  and  school  sites  will  be  acquired  jointly  by  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and  the  Schools  Department 
through  the  Public  Improvements  Commission  to  facilitate  legal 
procedures  and  practical  site  apportionment  and  design.   Both 
Departments  have  agreed  to  this  policy.   (Exhibits  K  &  M). 

Responsible  Ap;encies 

The  open  space  acquisition  program  (Exhibit  F)  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopmert  Authority  which  is  the  Planning  Agency 
for  the  City  in  cooperation  with  the  City  of  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  which  has  Jurisdiction  over  the  open  space 
under  City  control.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  an  attorney-at-law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts. 

I  have  examined  your  application  for  a  grant  under  Title  VII 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  I96I,  as  amended,  whereby  assistance  is  re- 
quested in  the  acquisition  and  development  of  Fee  Simple  Interests 
to  certain  land  known  respectively  as  the  Geneva  Avenue,  Sherrin 
Street,  Tremlett  Street,  Brookside  Avenue  and  West  Eighth  Street 
playgrounds  for  the  purpose  of  development  of  playgrounds. 

I  have  also  reviewed  all  pertinent  Federal,  State,  and  local 
laws,  including  local  charter  provisions,  and  particularly 
Section  53A  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  which  establish  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  public 
body,  empower  it  to  receive  and  expend  Federal,  State,  and  local 
funds,  and  empower  it  to  contract  with  the  United  States  of 
America  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  grant  under  Title  VII  of

1.  The  staff  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  has 
reviewed  this  proposal  and  concurs  that  the  acquisition 
and  preservation  of  these  lands  for  recreation  purposes 
is  consistent  with  City  and  metropolitan  land  development 
and  open  space  objectives. 

2.  We  are  aware  that  use  of  these  lands  for  recreation  has 
been  recommended  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  agency  responsible  for  general  land  use  planning 
within  the  City. 

3.  We  also  agree  that  recreation  use  of  these  lands  can  best 
occur  through  acquisition  by  an  appropriate  government 
body.
